SPECIAL VERDICT ORDERED 
IN TRIAL OF GOV, KOHLER 


Judge to Submit 8 Questions and 
When 10 Jurors Agree He Will 
Give Verdict, 

By the Associated Press. 

SHEBOYGAN, Wis., May 15.—A 
jury will decide. whether Gov. Wal- 
ter J. Kohler of Wisconsin violated 
the State corrupt practices act and 
should be removed from office. 
This was determined when Judge 
Gustave Gehrz overruled a defense 
motion for a directed verdict of 
acquittal yesterday. Final argu- 
ments then were started. 

The jury is to return a special 
verdict. The court propounded 
eight questions, to be answered yes 
or no. Each deals with some 
phase of the ouster case evidence. 
After 10 of the 12 jurors have 
agreed, @ verdict will be submitted 
to the Judge for his final decision. 

By the State’s contention, Kohler 
authorized agents to spend for him 
in the 1928 primaries more than 
the $4000 allowed a candidate un- 
der the law. However, earlier rul- 
ings of the court eliminated much 
of the evidence, mainly compiled 
from files at the executive's manu- 
facturing plant near here.

Few Minor Amendments Await

WASHINGTON, May  15.—The 
first of the.administration’s bilis

Oldest Petroleum Firm in 
Country With Headquar- 
ters in St. Louis Disposed 
of, Its President, E. D. 
Levy Announces. 


ALL SUBSIDIARIES 
INCLUDED IN DEAL 


Directors of Both Com- 
panies Have Approved 
Arrangement — Pierce 
Stockholders Expected to 
Ratify It in June. 


Pierce Petroleum Corporation, a 
$25,000,000 concern with headquar- 
ters in St. Louis, has been pur- 
chased by Sinclair Consolidated Oil 
Corporation; Edward D. Levy, pres- 
ident of the Pierce corporation, an- 
nounced today. 

Stockholders of the Pierce Cor- 
pordtion will receive common stock 
in the Sinclair corporation in ex- 
change for their holdings, and the 
Pierce concern, the oldest in the 
oil business in the country, will lose 
its identity by being absorbed: by 
the Sinclair interests. The Sinclair 
corporation has had assets of 
about $100,000,000. 

Samuel Untermyer, speaking for 
the Pierce Corporation is quoted 
in a dispatch from New York as 
saying Pierce stockholders would 
receive a little more than one 
share of Sinclair steck for each 
four shares of Pierce common and 
would participate in all dividends 
on Sinclair stock from this date, 

The deal has been approved by 
directors of the two concerns and 
Pieree stockholders will meet in 
New York about the middle -of 
June to ratify it. 

All of the subsidiaries of the 
Pierce corporation are included in 
the deal. It owns all of the cap- 
ital stock of the Pierce Oil Co. 
of South America, Pierce Naviga- 
tion Co., Pierce Pipe Line Co., 
Mexican Fuel Co. and the Consol- 
idated Pipe Line Co. It holds half 
of the capital stock of the Mid- 
West Producing Co. 

The company and its subsidiaries 
Own and lease about 5000 acres of 
oil land in Oklahoma, Texas and 
Mexico, and its products are widely 
distributed through about 1000 fill- 
ing stations in the Southwest. It has 
refineries at Sand Springs, Ok., 
Texas City, Tex., and Tampico, 
Mex. It has 273 miles of pipe line 
and storage tanks with a capacity 
of 982,000 barrels. 

Since the reorganization of the 
company in 1925 its general offices 
have been in St. Louis at Seven- 
teenth and Locust streets. The 
company bears the name of _ the 
late Henry Clay Pierce, a St. Louis- 
an, who acquired it.in 1869, and re- 
tained his interest in it until the 
reorganization. 

Harry F. Sinclair is chairman of 
the board of the Sinclair Consolidat- 
ed Oil Corporation, which was in- 
corporated in 1919 as a holding 
company for the Sinclair Oil & Re- 
fining Corporation and the Sinclair 
Gulf Corporation,

CONTRACT VOWED 
I SUPREME COURT 


Kansas City Franchise for 
Agreed 8-Cent Rate Is 
‘Held Not Binding on 
Company. 


ALL SUCH POWER 


IN STATE BOARD |. 


Service - at - Cost Amend- 
ment Does Not Modify 
Commission’s Jurisdic- 
tion, Judge Frank Says.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 15.— 


The belief of Kansas City officials 
that home rule of the street rail- 
ways was regained when the city 
granted a contract franchise to the 
Kansas City Public Service Co. in 
1927, which has been weakening in 


the face of fare increase applica- 
tions to the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission, was shattered to- 
day by the Missouri Supreme Court, 
which ruled the franchise could not 
limit the exclusive power of the 
commission over public utility rates 
and valuation. 

The court, en banc, held, as it 
repeatedly has ruled, that the fix- 
ing of rates of a public utility is an 
exercise of the police power of the 
State, which cannot be abridged by 
the Legislature, or modified by 
franchise terms. 

Legislature’s Hands Tied. 

It further ruled that the Legis- 
lature cannot, by statute, authorize 
a city to make a contract with a 
public utility as to rates which will 
prevent the State, in the exercise of 
the police power, from fixing rea- 
sonable rates, irrespective of the 
contract. 

The “service-at-cost’”’ amendment 
to the Public Service Commission 
law, passed in 1925, does not modi- 
fy or in any way limit the exclu- 
sive jurisdiction of the commission 
over rates, valuation, or other fac- 
tors affecting rates of a public util- 
ity, the Court held. This amend- 
ment has been held forth as a 
means of regaining home rule, in 
various negotiations for contract or 
Similar types of service-at-cost 
franchises. 

The Court made absolute a pre- 
liminary rule of prohibition it pre- 
viously had issued, restraining Cir- 
cuit Judge Ralph 8S. Latshaw of the 
Jackson County Circuit Court from 
enforcing a temporary injunction 
he had issued in a suit filed by the 
city. The temporary injunction re- 
strained the company from  pro- 
ceeding with an application to the 
commission for an increase in fare 
from 8 to 10 ceats, and restrained 
the commission from taking any 
action. 

When the preliminary writ was 
issued, the Court directed Judge 
Latshaw to set aside the temporary 
injunction, thereby enabHng the 
commission to proceed with a valu- 
ation it had ordered. Commission 
accountants and engineers are 
completing their work, and formal 
hearings on the fare increase appli- 
cation will begin soon, as a result 
of the decision today austaining 
the commission's authority. 

Decision of Court Unanimous. 

The decision was unanimous. The 
opinion, written by Judge William 
F. Frank, was concurred in by five 
other Judges and Judge David E. 
Blair concurred in the result. 

The Kansas City Public Service 
Co is a sister company of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co.; both being 
controlled through a holding com- 
pany, the City Utilities Co., formed 
by J. K. Newman of New York and 
his associates in the reorganization 
of the St. Louis and Kansas City 
street railway systems. 

Newman and his associates were 
more successful in negotiating a 
30-year franchise in Kansas. City / 
than they have~ been in St. Louis, 
where their organizers have becn 
striving for more than four years 
to obtain long-time grants to use 
the city streets, with periodical 
changes in the name for the fran- 
chise proposals, such as “‘service- 
at-cost” ordinance, terminable per- } 
mits and contract franchises.

The St. Charles Savings Bank

This is thought to have been the 
first bank robbery in St. Charles, 
which was incorporated in 1849 
and passed the 10,000 mark in the 
current census. The Savings 
Bank, one of five banks in the 
town, is at 121 North Main street, 
the chief business thoroughfare, 
about three blocks south of the 
highway bridge, and a block above 
the Missouri River levee. 

John Evans, janitor of the bank 
and neighboring establishments, 
was on his rounds opening the 
doors at 6 a.m. As he left a cloth- 
ing store and ascended to business 
offices over the bank, he noticed 
that a youth who carried a fishing 
pole and minnow bucket followed 
him. 

Janitor Is Tied Up. 

When Evans reached the offices 
he was held up by a masked man 
who carried a revolver.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Hot 
shot was poured in against the 
London naval treaty this morning 
before the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations by Admiral Hil- 
ary Jones; retired, grizzled veteran 
of the American navy, who served 
through part of the London con- 
ference as an adviser to the Amer- 


ican delegation. 

Jones left London midway of 
tne conference on account of ill 
health 2nd he appeared still to be 
a sick man this morning. But 
there was no lack of vigor in the 
way in which he expressed the 
view that the delegation gave uD 
too much when it consented to take 
18 eight-inch gun cruisers for the 
United States instead of the 21 
demanded as a minimum by the 


general board. 

Admiral Jones, one of the most 
popular of all naval officers in 
congressional circles, was heard by 
the committee with the utmost reé- 
spect. He was one of the Ameri- 
can delegates to the abortive Ge- 
neva conference of 1927 and for @ 
long time has been connected with 
the disarmament efforts of the 
League of Nations preparatory 
commission. 

Jones spoke the language of the 
navy’s general board, which has 
consistently advocated the policy 
of building cruisers with the max- 
imum offensive power and _ the 
largest possible cruising radius, in 
order to-offset the British superi- 
ority in merchant vessels and naval 
bage. ‘ 
Treaty Suits Admiral Pratt. 

While Jones was testifying be- 
fore the Borah committee, Admiral 
William V. Pratt, commander-in- 
chief of the United States fleet, 
who was also an adviser at Lon- 
don, was telling the Hale Naval 
Affairs Committee, as he told the 
Borah group yesterday, that the 
treaty conserved the best interests 
of the American navy. 

Thus there was brought to a dra- 
matic climax the long-standing con- 
troversy over the relative merits 
of the eight-inch gun and the six- 
inch gun cruiser. Jones is unre- 
servedly an eight-inch gun man. 
Pratt, representing a newer element 
in the navy, sees great virtues in 
the six-inch gun, and believes that 
the treaty provides for a proper 
distribution of American cruiser 
power between the two types of 
ships. : 

Because of the respect in which 
he is held “on the hill,” Admiral 
Jones stands by virtue of his state- 
ment today as the most dangerous 
foe of the treaty. 

Senator Robinson, the minority 
leader and one of the framers of 
the treaty, sought to soften the 
effect of Jones’ testimony by quot- 
ing Admiral Pratt against him. 

“Is there not a difference of 
opinion among naval experts as 
to the relative merits of the eight- 
inch gun and the six-inch gun?” 
asked the Arkansas Senator. 

“There is,"’ conceded the Admi- 
ral, “but I believe the pre- 
ponderance Of opinion in the navy 
is that the eight-inch gun is the 
best for use.” 

“Then you differ with Admiral 
Pratt?” continued Robinson. “Fun- 
damentally,” replied Jones. “I 
frankly say I do not understand 
Admiral Pratt's position. I just 
can't take it in.” 

Prior to hearing Admiral Jonés, 
the committee had as withess Sec- 
retary of the Navy Adams, whose 
statement followed the lines of his 
testimony yesterday before the Hale 
Senate Naval Committeoc. 


Iimitation Methods Outlined. 

Admiral Jones began his state- 
meént with an outline of the four 
different armament limitation 
méthods advocated by various 
Powers. We preferred, he said, 
the method of total tonnage limi- 
tation within categories; Britain 
preferred limitation by numbers of 
LL 
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units in categories; Japan's posi-. 
tion was about the same as ours, 
except that she desired to lump 
auxiliary surface craft in one cate- 
gory; the Huropean’ continental 
Powers wanted the global method. 
“It has long been our theory,” 
said Admiral Jones, “‘that within 
a total tonnage limitation for each 
category, each Power should have 
the right to build ships according 
to its needs. We maintained that 
thesis at Geneva and the Japanese 
supported us. I firmly believe that 
ours is the most ethical and the 
best method.” 

Requested by Senator Borah to 
state his views on the treaty, Ad- 
miral Jones said there were sev- 
eral matters that ought to be 
cleared up. His first point of ob- 
jection was that the French and 
Italians, under the right given each 
of them to use 70,000 tons of ac- 
crued battleship tonnage, might 
create a new type of battleship | 
equipped with landing on decks for 
airpayes-—an improvement which 
the ttleships now in existence 
are not permitted to have. He sug- 
gested that, if France should build 
a ship of the kind he visualized, 
Great Britain might be prompted 
to do something in reply. 

His second objection was that 
the clause of the treaty defining 
exempt ships—ships not brought 
under limitation—permitted the 
construction of an unlimited num- 
ber of 2000-ton vessels of 20 knots 
speed and armed with four three- 
inch guns. Such a vessel, he said, 
would be a formidable commerce 
raider in the Western Pacific area 
and in any waters close to a naval 
base. 

He estimated it: would: have a 
cruising radius of 4000 to 6000 
miles. Vessela of this type, he 
said, would be of less use to the 
United States than to any other 
Power. 

Coming. to his main objection, 
Admiral Jones said the treaty’s di- 
vision of cruisers into two sub- 


sition which the United States had 
consistently. maintained at all pre- 
yious naval conferences. He said 
it had always been the policy of 
Great Britain to hold the United 
States as low as possible in the 
type of ship-—the eight-inch gun 
cruiser—best suited to our needs.

He 
found this article undesirable for 
the further reason that it réquired 
us to postpone the completion of 
two of those ships till after 1936. 
“Frozen, Without Escape.” 

Jones declared that, whereas the 
treaty generally marked a division 
of cruisers into two classes, Article 
19, dealing with replacements, 
failed to make this distinction. As 
@ result, he said, if we should build 
the tonnage permitted us, we 
should come into 1935 “frozen’’ 
into a poajtion from which there 
would be no escape. To the con- 
trary, he continued, Britain would 
be in a position to readjust a con- 
siderable portion of her tonnage to 
meet new conditions that might 


He predicte@ that, under Article 
23, which sets out that none of the 
provisions of the treaty shall preju- 
dice the attitude of any nation at 
the next conference, Japan will ask 
for a further increase in her naval 
ratio. 

“I firmly believe,” replied the 
Admiral to an ng question 
by Senator Johnson of California, 
“that the 5—3 ratio with Japan, 
under ‘conditions now existing, is 
really a ratio of 5 to 6. I tald the 
Japaneso at Geneva in 1927 that.

“We must consider,” said Ad- 
miral Jones, “the distant horizons 
on the seven seas, where we may 
be called upon to protect our com- 
munications. Those operations 
must be carried on within easy 
reach of. naval bases that don’t 
belong to us. 

Jones on Naval Parity. 


“Parity with Great Britain could 
be obtained in one of two ways. 
One way would be for Great Brit- 
ain to scrap a large part of her 
merchant tonnage and transfer her 
naval bases to us. Of course, such 
a thing is impossible. The other 
way would be for us to build up 
a preponderance of combat 
strength. We are not asking for 
that, either. All that we ask is 
that we be allowed to put our ton- 
nage into ships best suited to our 
needs—ships that can go out from 
our Own bases to distant areas and 
return. 

“For Our purposes, we need \ships 
which have a long radius of action 
and great offensive power. I firm- 
ly believe that those characteristics 
are best combined in the eight- 
inch gun cruisers. 

“If we did away with all eight- 
inch gun ships and left only six- 
inch gun ships in the two navies, 
Great Britain would be the undis- 
puted mistress.” 

Answering Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas, Jones said that, if he 
were starting in to build a navy, 
under the tonnage limitation fixed 
by the London treaty, he would 
put all his permitted cruiser 
strength into the eight-inch gun 
type. 

“Taking into consiteration the 
fact that we have 10 six-inch gun 
cruisérs that we can’t dispose of,” 
asked Robinson, “how many eight- 
inch gun ships would you build?” 
Jones replied he would build 23. 

After he had told of his funda- 
mental difference of opinion with 
Admiral Pratt, the committee ex-

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MACDONALD OPENS DEBATE: 
CHURCHILL ATTACKS PACT 


Latter Geys Naval Agreement 
Mears Inférior Sea Power 
for Britain. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, May 15.—Prime Min- 


ister MacDonald opened debate on 


the London naval treaty in the 
House of Commons today, praising 
it as laying a foundation for dis, 
armamenf, while Winston Churc- 
hill, prominent conservative, de- 
clared his party “cannot accept the 


slightest responsibility in connec- 
tion with it.” 

Churchill said the pact was not 
a treaty of parity with the United 
States in the sense that Great

Churchill's speech followed one 
by Prime Minister MacDonald, 
which praised the work of the 
conference.

Up in Hawaiian Waters 
After Forced Landing.

HONOLULU, May 15.—Starr 


Sergeant Joe Becker, stationed at 
ke Field, near here, was 


drowned in the forced landing o¢ 
bombing plane in the ocean 

hannel between the islands o,f 
Maui and Hawaii yesterday. 

Twelve other men of the army 
and navy air service were saved by 
other planes and stearers., 

The rescued flyers arrived here 
bday on the interisiand steame, 
Waialeale. : ‘ 

Two flyers, caught in the rough, 
shark-infested waters when their 
planes were unable to take off yes. 
terday, were rescued early today 
by the mine sweeper Pelican. 

Eight previously were picked up 
by the inter-island steamer Hawai; 

The Pelican picked up Lieuten. 
ants U. G. Jones and Walter Myers 
from their helpless amphibian ar. 
my plane, one of three. aircraft 
which landed in the dangerous 
channel in an attempt to save the 
four flyers of a big army bomber 
which had been forced down. 

The amphibian had drifted about 
40 miles from the spot where it 
landed, and was found 20 miles 
southwest of the Island of Kahoo- 
lawe. The crews of another army 
amphibian and of a navy seaplane 

containing four naval flyers and 
two of the ill-fated bomber’s crew 
were picked up last night by the 
Hawaii. 

Piloted by Lieut. T. L. Boyd ef 
Washington, D. C.. and carrying 
Staff Sergt. H. Alexander of Ken- 
nedy Ala.; Staff Sergt Joe Becker 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., and private H. 
L. Cowan of Syracuse, N. Y., the 
bomber was forced down in the 
channel while flying from - Lake 
Field to Hilo. 

Three of the four men jumped 
with parachutes, the fourth  re- 
maining at the controls. A navy 
seaplane with a crew of four, pilot- 
ed by Lieut. M. A. Shur, had been 
convoying the army planes. 

Shur landed in an attempt to res- 
cue the bomber’s crew and took 
two of them aboard, but was un. 
able to rise from the water again. 
Two Army amphibians, each bear- 
ing two men, landed later and also 
were unable to take off.

“The St. Louis Y. M. C. A. by 
this action becomes the first in the 
country to restrict the use of all 
of its service features to members 
only,” a statement issued today by 
the board of directors said.

tion in every other state except 
California, and to a limited extent 
in New Jersey. Its branches in 
all parts of the country are open 
to the pubblic on the principle that 
in this way they can be of the 
greatest possible service to the 
community.”’ 

The tax dispute was taken to the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, which 
ruled that any institution operating 
part of its property for services 
open to the public, and for which 
a charge was made, could not be 
exempt from taxation. The Y. M. 
C. A. contended that it was enti- 
tled to exemption because all of 
the proceeds of its revenue-produc- 
ing activities were used to finance 
work in social service and charac- 
ter building departments where 
charges, if any, were nominal.

Sheets, corroborated in detail by 
the testimony of William M. Joer- 
ling, a special inspector of the pro-' 
hibitioff’ bureau, told the jury in 
Federal Judge Faris’ court that on 
the night of Oct. 10, 1928, he 
and Joerling raided an opium den 
at 17 South Eigith street where 
E. Nam Lee; a Chinese, jointly 
charged with Lin, offered them 
‘a. roll of bills so big he could 
hardly get it out of his pocket.” 

Next day, Sheets said, Lin called 
on him in the Federal Building and 
offered the $300 bribe in the pres- 
ence of Joerling, while Narcotics 
Agents McDonald and Osborn 
looked on through a peep-hole in 
the wall. 

Defense counsel asked Sheets 
whether he remembered an occa- 
sion when Congressman L. C. Dyer 
stopped him in the Federal Build- 
ing and said: “Joe Lin tells me he 
lent you $300 and you haven't paid 
him back. What are you trying 
to do, frame my friend Joe?” 

Sheets recalled the question, but 
denied that he answered, “No, I 
owe Joe the money and I'll pay 
him back.” His answer was, he 
said, that he had borrowed nothing 
from Lin and owed him nothing. 

According to Sheets, Lin offered 
$300 if Sheets “would testify fa- 
yorably at the preliminary hearing 
‘of- his friends,” and, after Sheets 
had agreed, dictated the “receipt”: 

“I, Bob Sheets, hereby agree to 
borrow $300 from Joe Lin to be 
paid in two weeks.” 

Sheets said he met Lin later in 
the day at Eighth and Chestnut 
streets; received the $300 in cash 
and delivered the signed original 
ot the “receipt,” retaining a car- 
bon copy for himself. 

On that occasion, said sheets, 
lin remarked: “When my friends 
get in trouble, you let me know 
and we can both make a thousand 
dollars a month.” 

Lin, who is well-known at the 
Federal Building where he has ap- 
peared frequently as an interpreter 
during 18 years, has insisted that

Power Cannot Be Abridged. 

Judge Frank held that fixing rea- 
sonable rates for a public utility 
was an exercise of the police power 
of the State, which, under the Con- 
stitution, coyld not be abridged. 

“It is settled beyond any aqiies- 
tion of doubt that the State cannot 
divest itself of the right to exercise 
the police power,” Judge Frank 
gaid.- “The Legislature cannot by 
statute authorize a municipal cor- 
poration to make a contract with 
a, utility as to rates, which will pre- 
vent the State, in the exercise of 
the police power, from fixing rea- 
sonable rates irrespective of the 
contract. 

“From this it follows that the 
franchise contract entered into be- 
tween Kansas City and the street 
car company does not prevent the 
State from fixing reasonable rates, 
whether such reasonable rates be 
higher or: lower than the rates 
fixed by the franchise ordinance. 

City Counselor John T.’ Barker 


lof Kansas City contended that 


while the commission had full pow- 
er over rates prior to 192.L, enact- 
ment of the “service-at-cost” 
amendment to the law in 1925 au- 
thorized Missouri cities of more 
than 75,000 population to enter into 


“service-at-cost” agreements with. 


street railways or other common 
carriers, which would tiimit the 
power previously held by the com- 
mission. He asserted agreements 
under this amendment would -re- 
store to such cities the power they 
had over common carriers prior to 
passage of the Public Service Com- 
mission act in 1913. 

Judge Frank said that the Leg- 
islature, by passing the original 
commission act, had delegated to 
the commission the power to reg- 
ulate utility rates, and that there 
was no doubt about the authority 
of the Legislature to take that 
power away from the conminiission 
and délegate it to some other body. 


Service-at-Cost Act Effective. 

The “service-at-cost” amend- 
ment, however, “does not take away 
any of the power previously given 
t6 the commission in the fixing of 
rates,” Judge Frank said. He brief- 
ly reviewed provisions of the 
amendment. Among other things, 
it provides for an agreement to 
regulate fares by the. excess of 
earnings over operating expenses, 
taxes and depreciation, with a re- 
turn on a value to be fixed by the 
commission. Approval of the con- 
tract by the commission is_ re- 
quired, and the commission retains 
jurisdiction to issue such orders 
from time to time, as it may be 
necessary to effectuate the agree- 
ment, 

Judge Frank held that if the 
amendment were construed to give 
the city the control that Barker 
contended it did, it would abridge 
the exercise of the State’s power 
in fixing rates, and for that reason 
would be unconstitutional. 

Overvaluation Contract Barred. ~ 

Another assertion by the city that 
it had authority to contract with 
the utility as to valuation, amount 
of income to be earned and depre- 
ciation of charges. irrespective of 
any authority to contract as to 
rates, was overruled by Judge 
Frank. 

He said valuation, income and 
depreciation are chief factors to be 
considered in determining what was 
a reasonable rates 

‘Tt, as we have held, a munici- 
pal corporation may not by con- 
tract fix and regulate utility rates,” 
he added, “it must follow that it 
cannot by contract fix and regu- 
late the factors which determine 
such rates, and thus accomplish by 
indirection what the law prohibits 
it from doing directly.’’ 

A contention by the city that 
the company was not entitled to 
any relief as to fares because of its 
admitted noncompliance with terms 
and conditions of the franchise 
agreement also was rejected. 

“The function of rate regulation 
rests exclusively with the Public 
Service Commission,” Judge Frank 
said. “It is a question of. public 

concern which cannot be controlled 
by contract. The faé that the 
company violated the terms of the 
contract would not prevent the 
company from seeking an increase 
in rates, a matter about which 
they had no lawful right to con- 
tract. Matters wholly outside the 
contract cannot be influenced or 
controlled by the terms of the con- 
tract or an alleged breach thereof.” 

He held there were no doubts 
of the right of the city to contract 
under lawful supervision as to ex- 
tensions of car lines, street paving 
and similar matters, and ruled the 
city could enter the courts to com- 
pel the company to comply with 
franchise terms about which the 
city and company had a lawful 
right to contract. The Circuit Court 
clearly had jurisdiction to éonstrue

“I made no such statement and 
the record shows that I did not. 
I was questioned regarding &@ 
speech by Congressman Fort in the 
House of Representatives in which 
he quoted from section 29 of the 
Volstead act as follows: . ‘The pen- 
alties provided in this act against 
the manufacturing of lNquor with- 
out a permit shall not apply to a 
person for manufacturing nonin- 
toxicating cider and fruit juices 
exclusively for use in his home.’ 

Does Not Apply to Beer. 

“The provision in question re- 
lates solely to non-intoxicating ci- 
der and fruit juices. It deciares 
that the penalty for their manu- 
facture exclusively for home use 


in fact intoxicating. The para- 
graph has no reference tothe mak- 
ing of beer or home brew. 

“In veiw.of the fact that my 
statements before the Committee 
on this subject seem to have been 
misunderstood, I wish to make it 
piain that it is not my view that 
the Volstead act authorizes the 
manufacture of beer or home 
brew.” 

Record of Testimony. 

The fficiaj record of McBride's 
testimony, shows he was asked by 
Chairman Caraway of the Lobby 
Committee if Representative Fert 
had not made a speech in which 
“he rather wanted to upset the dry 
program didn't he?” the official 
reeord continues: 

McBride: “I think not.” 

Caraway: “Well I was under the 
impression that he was for a modi- 
ficatian.” 

McBr.de: “No, he said that the 
law permitted the muking of liquor 
jin the home. It was his interpreta- 

tion of the law as it is.” 

Later: Caraway, “You don’t 
agree with his interpretation?” 

McBride: “Well now, we think 
that was a Very good speech that 
he made as a whole.” 

Caraway: “That isn’t what I 
asked you.” 

McBride: “That is his interpre- 
tation. I think prebably he is 
right.” 

A little later: 

Caraway: “What I am coming 
to is this: I am interested in the 
Anti-Saloon League's attitude. 
Would you be satisfied with the 
interpretation of the act that weuld 
allow everyone to make liquor in 
his own home?” 

McBride: “No—that—I think 
there are certain phases to the law

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Vote Ordéted in All Unions 


as Move to Provide Jobs| 


for More of Their Mem- 
bers. 


At the diréction of the Building 
Trades Council the 18,000 union 
building workmen in St. Louis will 
take a reféreridum vote on the six- 
hour work day as a means of re- 
ducing unemployment. Secretaries 
of the various affiliated unions are 
instructed to report results of the 
vote to the Council withig 30 days. 

The initiative in reducing the 
daily working period from eight 
hours to six hours was taken sev- 
eral ‘weeks ago by union lathers, 
about 60 per ceht of whom were 
idle. The purpose of reducing the 
working day was to give work to 
one additional man for every three 
employed. ~ 

All union building workmen are 


| paid on ah hourly basis and the 


effect in the lathers’ case was to 
reduce the daily wage from $12 to 
$9. The five-day working week 
was established in St. Louls over 
the protest of employers several 
years ago to “spread out the avail- 
able work.” 
Thousands of Men Idle. 

More than 60 per cent of the 
union building workmen in the 
city were. idle all winter, accord- 
ing to estimates of union leaders, 
and estimates from other sources 
placed the number of unemployed 
during the winter at 75 per cept 
of the membership of the Building 
Trades Council. New construction 
has had a siow start this spring 
and thousands of skilled mechanics 
are still unable to find employ- 
ment. 

Contractors in general are known 
to be opposed to reductions in 
working periods, disagreeing with 
union leaders who say that such 
action does not increase construc- 
tion costs. At the time the five- 
day week was established con- 
tractors protested on the ground 
that only a given number of men 
can be efficiently employed on a 


|} job at one time, and lengthening 


the construction period increased 
costs because of continuous “odver- 
head” expense. 

Union plasterers, who report 
that less than 100 of their. 600 
members are now working, will 
be among the first to vote on the 
shortened day. 


Street Railway Employes Discuss 
Six-Day Week. 

A proposal that the 3500 motor- 
men and conductors of the Public 
Service Co. adopt a six-day work- 
ing week to prevent the impending 
dismissal of additional “extra” men 
will be discussed at a meeting of 
the executive board of the em- 
ployes’ union on May 24. 

In the event of favorable action 
by the board members, the pro- 
posal will be placed before the 
union on referendum at a special 
election. 

More than 100 extra employes, 
who are guaranteed $100 a month, 
recently were dismissed by the 
company because the withdrawal 
of runs from the various lines !«ft 
& surplus of extra men. Harry Nel- 
son, president of the union, said 
the company had given notice that 
the Fourth street line was to be 
discontinued and 15 runs taken off 
the Lee line within’ a short time. 
This will place about 65 additional 
men on the extra list, causing a 
further surplus, Nelson said. 

The working agreement with the 
company provides for a day off 
each week for union employes who 
wish to take it... The general prac- 
tice of motormen ahd conductors 
who are paid on an hourly scale, is 
to work seven days a week, taking 
an occasional day off to go fishing 
or hunting. By working every day 
the men average about $150 a 
month salary. A preliminary test 
of sentiment on the question of 
making a day of rest obligatory 
each week disclosed that the mem- 
bers of the union were divided on 


the question. —

The $100,000 building and the $26,- 
000 fire house at the east side of 
the spacious lawn are not adapt- 
able to business purposes and prob- 
ably will be razed by the new 
owner. 

City Hall Site Valuable. 

The Frank buildings, erected as 
a publishing house by E. G. Lewis, 
founder of University City, are not 
a profitable investment since zon- 
ing restrictions prevent their use 
for commercial purposes. 

Recently,.a small part of it has 
been rented to a storage company. 
-On the other hand, the City Hall 
property is one of the most desir- 
able sites for business property in 
University. City and its large size 
makes it even more attractive. .

GERMANS AT CALVARY 
EXKAISER ASSERTS 


In Sermon at Doorn Fixes 
Nationality of Centurion 
at the Cross. 


By the Associated Press. 

DOORN, Holland, May 15.— 
Former Emperor William, pursu- 
ing one of his hobbies, Biblical re- 
search, has expressed the opiriion 
that the centurion of Capernaun, 
who implored Jesus to save his 
servant, was a German and the 
servant was a German orderly. He 
also surmises that the leader of 
the Roman cohort in whose charge 
Jesus was placed by Pontius Pilate 
as well as the centurion who 
watched the death on the cross 
were probably Germans, 

The text of a sermon which the 
former Emperor recently delivered 
here at a service commemorating 
the German war dead gives the re- 
sults of his researches. While he 
was Emperor he was also head of 
the Protestant State church and 
as such sometimes undertook to 
preach. Resuming this custom, he 


chose’the Capernaum centurion as 
the subject of his Doorn sermon. 

“Luther called the tall man who 
accosted Jesus at the Capernaium 
market place, Captain,” said the 
former Emperor, “Luther; when 
he chose this expression, did not 
know the local and historical con- 
ditions in the Holy Land. Hence 
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confession ‘Verily, this was a right- 
eous man, the gon of God.’ The 
intercession of the crucified Lord, 
‘Father, forgive them for they 
know not what they do!’ is not in- 
tended for the Jewish leaders, but 
for the poor legionaires who, act- 
ing under the orders of their su- 
periors, must inflict dire suffering 
upon the Lord. 


“We old soldiers may well feel 
proud of this intercession of the 
Lord. Today we are thinking of 
those who fell. They marched to 
the battle front praying, trusting 
in the righteousness of their cause, 
True to their oath, they died for 
the Kaiser and the Reich, for Ger- 
man fame and German honor. We 
owe it to them .to exert all our

THE SHOT PUT 


The qualifying trials for the 
twentieth annual City High School 
track and field meet will take place 
Saturday morning at the Public 
Schools Stadium at 9 o'clock. The 
finals will be held Friday after- 


noon, May 23. 
There are 598 entries from the 


five high schools in the midget, 
junior and senior divisions. Sol- 
dan has the largest list of entries 
with 148, followed by Beaumont 
with 132. Roosevelt has 114, 


Cleveland 108, and Central 101. 
There will be qualifying tests in all 
events except the relays, the senior 
880 and mile run, and the junior 
g80. 

There are only two defending 
champions, Gorman Broe fo Roose- 
velt and Dave Cook of Soldan in- 
cluded in the field. Broe set the 
record for the half mile last year, 
which he may lower again, along 
with the 440-yard mark set by Carl 
Johanningmeier of Soldan, in 1927, 
when he ran the quarter it 52.5 
seconds. 

The record that has stood for 
the longest time is that set by Cox 
of Yeatman in 1916, when he 
leaped 22 feet one and one-quarter 
inches in the broad jump. The 
220-yard dash time, established by 
Bremser of Central in 1919, was 
tied by Van Sickle of McKinley in 
1920 and by Mueller of Yeatman, | 
in 1921, but never excelled. It is | 
not likely that the current season | 
has produced athletes who will 
come close to the broad jump and 


‘220 marks. 


Cook After New Record. 


Dave Cook will probably put up 
a new shotput mark, since he 
heaved the 12 pounds §3 feet § 
inches in the district meet, which 
is over five feet farther than the 
present distance. Cook also holds 
the junior weight mark. Ray To- 
berman of Beaumont, who is the 
leading junior thrower in the 
schools, fell short of tying by three 
inches. 

In 1920 Dan Kinsey raced the 
120-yard high hurdles in 15 sec- 
onds flat, which is a mark that 
local runners will shoot at for a 
long time before another sprint 
star is found to become a candi- 
date for the United States Olym- 
pic team as Kinsey did. 

The 220-yard low hurdles rec- 
ord was set by Trumm of Cleve- 
land in 1919 and later tied by 
Washburn of Soldan, in 26.2 sec- 
onds. There is little possibility 
that these records will be broken 
in the tests Saturday or in the 
finals next week.

NEG YORE May 15.—As the trim yachts that will be entrust- 
ed with the task of defending the historic American Cup against 
British conquest are-launched one by one, the veil of secrecy Which 
has guarded many of the details of their design, construction and 


fittings has largely been lifted. 


Of the various striking innovations 


which they present, none has aroused more interest among yachtmen 


than the huge masts and fittings. 
The masts, themselves, are the 


largest ever built for a sailing ves- | 


sel, averaging 165 feet in height 

t on the “Enterpris:.” first of 
the contenders to be launched, is 
168 feet long, more than 30 feet 
too high to pass under the Brook- 
lyn Bridge. In diameter it meas- 
ures 27 inches at its widest point, 
which is shortly above the main 
deck. ‘The shrouds and back stays 
are attached to the mast, with tang 
fittings of mone) metal, approx- 
imately one ton of the metal going 
into the fittings for the mast and 
boom, Tests with the new rig on 
“Vanitie’’ in 1929 indicates that this 
method of attachment is far superi- 
or to, the spliced parceled eyes of 
wire rope formerly passed entirely 
arouugd the mast. 


Mast Weighs 5000 Pounds. 


The weight of the mast is ap- 
proximately 5000 pounds. It was 
made of hundreds of lineal feet of 
small spruce timbers, fastened to- 
gether by a special type of glue 
which hardens to a strength great- 
er ‘than that of ‘the fiber of the 
wood. It was constructed in quar- 
ters, each quarter being hollowed 
out, permitting a hollow space in- 
side the completed mast running 
from one end to the other and 
roughly following the outer shape. 

This hollow construction not only 
saves weight, an essential require- 
ment, but also ineludes the stiff- 
ness and permits the running of 
halyards for lowering and hoisting 
the sai] through the interior of the 
mast, thereby reducing wind re- 
sistance. ‘The mast is oval, rath- 
er than round, in shape for stream 
lining.

While the wage-earner is certain 
to pay increased prices for sugar, 
beef, shoes, clothing and other 
necessities as a result of the rates 
voted in the pending bill, all the 
authorities agree that this sacrifice 
will not aid distressed agriculture. 

The sugar duty will benefit only 
146,000 beet-sugar raisers and 
cane-sugar planters. Only 430,000 
farmers produce wool and the prin- 
cipal beneficiaries of the duties on 
hides and beef among the farmers 
are 78,000 stock raisers. The 6.- 
000,000 farmers producing corn, 
wheat, cotton and the other great 
staple crops receive “paper” duties 
under the pending bill which are 
conceded to be ineffective.

farmers in paying the cost of more 
than 800 separate increases carried 
in the bill, as adopted by the 
House, while the direct benefits go 
to small groups of workers in the 
cities and on the farms in the 
country.

Dr. J. W. Maclvor Asks if 
Way Can Be Found for 
Agreement by Protestants 
Catholics and Jews. 


PAROCHIAL SYSTEM 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


“If You Want More Reli- 
gious Teaching,” Rabbi 
Halpern Says, ‘‘Let It Be 
in the Homes.” 


The views of Catholic, Photes- 
tant and Jéwish representatives 
upon education and the public 
schools system were expressed in 


today’s discussion meeting of the 
St. Louis Seminar, comity gather- 
ing of the three faiths, at Hotel 
Jefferson, 
' The Rev. Dr. John W. Maclvor 
of the Second Presbyterian Church 
raised the question whether any 
way can be found in which 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews 
can agree on a plan of’ religious 
instruction in the public schools, 
supported by the taxes paid by all. 
“Unless we find some way of 
giving our. children religious = in- 
struction, we lose our children,” 
he said. “It should be possible,” 
he added, “to give religicus in- 
struction for which the child 
should receive credit in the school 
course. 


Present Catholic Viewpoint, 

In the discussion which fol- 
lowed, the Rev. Hugo Sloetemyer, 
S.J., of St. Louis University, and 
Michael Williams of New York, 
editor of! The Commonweal, were 
the chief spokesmen of the Cath- 
olic viewpoint; Rabbi A. E. Hal-' 


tion and Prof. Samuel Cohon of 
Hebrew Union Seminary, Cincirt- 
nati, O., expressed the Jewish view, 
and the Rev. J. E. Crowther of 
Grace Methodist Church, and sev- 
eral Iaymen and women, spoke for 
the Protestants. 

Father Sloctemyer said the Cath- 
olic parochial school was based on 
the belief that there must be not 
only instruction in religion, but re- 
ligious instruction, that is, instruc- 
tion given in the religious spirit and 
from the religious viewpoint, on all 
subjects. He pointed to-the Luth- 
eran system of parochial schools 
as resembling the Catholic, and 
said that both Catholics and Luth- 
erans submitted to double taxation,

Suggests Instruction in Homes. 

Rabbi Halpern said that the 
public school should remain, for 
all the children of America. He 
told of the supplementary teach- 
ing given to Jewish children, who, 
in his congregation, meet five days 
a week, from 4 to 5:30 p. m., for 
religious instruction. “If you want 
more religious teaching,” he said, 
‘let it be in the homes.” He sug- 
gested that the public school might 
cut half an hour or more from the 
time requirements on children who 
attend religious schools. 

Rabbi Halpern expressed objec- 
tion to the teaching of Christian 
carols in the public schools at 
Christmas time. This matter was 
mentioned also by the Rev. Dr. 
Crowther, who remarked he had 
heard it said that “This is a Chris- 
tian country, and if others don't 
like it, it is-just too bad.” Dr. 
Crowther did not sympathize with

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The 
Government, by filing suit to have 
the so-called radio trust dissolved, 
has undertaken the greatest anti- 
trust prosecution in its history. The 
defendant corporations have com- 
bined assets of more than $6,000,- 
000,000 and are alleged to control 


the manufacture of about 95 per 
cent of all the radio apparatus 
made in this country. 

The decision of the Department 
of Justice to institute suit was 
made only after prolonged investi- 
gation and numerous postpone- 
ments, and apparently was due 
largely to the insistence of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce of which Senator Couzens 
(Rep.), Michigan, is chairman. 
During the years when the depart- 
ment delayed taking action, a 
number of independent radio man- 
ufacturers were compelled to go 
out of business. 

37 Counts on Petition, 

The Government's petition, filed 
in the United States District Court 
at Wilmington, Del., and made pub- 
lic here, contains 37 counts alleg- 
ing violation of the anti-monopoly 
provisions of the Clayton act. It 
asks that the defendants be perma- 
nently enjoined from carrying out, 
or attempting to carry out, a con- 
spiracy to monopolize the manu- 
facture of radio appliances. 

The corporations which are . al- 
leged to comprise the radio trust, 
and which consequently are made 
defendants in the suit follow: 
Radio Corporation of America, 
General Motors, General Electric, 
Westinghouse Electric, American 
Telephone and Telegraph, Western 
Electric, R. C. A.-Victor, and sev- 
eral subsidiaries of the Radio: Cor- 
poration. 

It may be significant that the 
case will be heard by Federal 
Judge Hugh M. Morris, who in a 
previous suit has twice adjudged 
the Radio Corporation guilty of 
violating the .anti-monopoly pro- 
visions of the Clayton act.

SOUTH AFRICA SELLS 
FURS IN ST. LOUIS 


E. H. Louw, First Minister 
From Union, Addresses 
Chamber Of Commerce. 


St. Louis is of primary economic 
interest to.the Union of South 
Africa because of the fur markets 
here, said Eric H. Louw, first 
Minister to the United States from 
South Africa, who spoke at a 
meeting of the Foreign Trade Bu- 
reau of the Chamber of Commerce 
at Hotel Statler today. Louw,. 
with his wife, is on his way from 
Washington to Los Angeles, Cal., 
where he will address the National 
Foreign Trade Convention next 
week. 

“Three years ago I came to 8t. 
Louis for a visit, and on discover- 
ing the activities of the fur houses 
here, I made arrangements with 
my government to let a St. Louis 
firm “handle its output of seal- 
sking,’”’ Louw said. «“They have 
been doing that for two years now, 
and arrangements have been most 
satisfactory.” 

Sealskins in South Africa are a 
Government monopoly. Discussing 
the climate of the Union, which is 
suitable both to ostriches and seals, 
Louw said that cold ocean currents 
from the Antarctic regions made 
the temperature of the islands off 
the coast chilly, but that inland the 
climate was a great deal warmer 
than in the United States alleviated 
however by the lack of humidity.

During the nineteenth century 
prominent scholars in Germany and 
England began to question Virgii's 
right to be rated as one of the 
greatest of poets, and much has 
been made of his obvious indebtcd- 
ness to Greek poetry, especially to 
Homer. Apparently the twentieth | 
century is giving Virgil's work less 
attention than it received in the 
Victorian period, when some of the 
finest appreciators of literaturc— 
notably Tennyson‘ and Myers, and 
in our Own country, Woodberry— 
placed him second to none, not 
qven to Homer. 

No really adequate verse trans- 
lation of the Aeneid has ever been 
made in English, nor, for that mat- 
ter, of any other great poem. For 
various reasons it simply can’t be 
done. Perhaps the best English 
translation, all things considered, 
igs that in prose by J. W. Mackail. 
But if a verse translation be de- 
sired, perhaps that here listed is us 
good as any and better than most 
in the measure of faithfulness to 
the original that is achieved. Orig- 
inally published 28 years ago, as 
the translator tells us, so many 
emendations of the text have been 
made that the present version is 
hardly to be regarded as a reprint, 
but rather as a new rendering. 
Quite evidently the work is the 
product of tireless patience and 
deep love for the original. The En- 
glish text is placed opposite the 
Latin, and this arrangement is a 
great convenience as well as an in- 
dication of frankness on the part 
of the translator, who doubtless 
realizes better than his critics can 
what. difficulties are to be met in 
attempting a verse translation and 
what failures are Inevitable. Iam- 
bic pentameter blank verse is em- 
ployed. Thus naturally the charac- 
teristic flow of the original is lost, 
not only because of the differenec 
in metric structure but also by the 
necessary substitution of accent for 
quantity. Nevertheless, much of 
the dignity of the original is pre- 
served and much of the exquisite 
phrasing suggested.

al. Three weeks after his _pur- 
chase he was discovered to He 
stone deaf—a congenital affliction. 
Six puppies he sired were also 
deaf. 


A deaf dog in a crowded city 
presents a problem. Billy has 
hever been off a leash when cout- 
sidé his living quarters. Despite 
his handicap few dogs have seen 
so much of the world. He has vis- 
ited Europe six times, crossed the 
continent to California five times 
ani invaded the interior of Old 
Mexico. 


He has been in every state in 
the union save five, crossed the 
Gulf‘of Mexico, flown from Los 
Angeles to Tijuana and barked 
his joyous way among the pleas- 
ure seekers of Monte Carlo, Palm 
Beach, Saratoga, the Riviera, Lido, 
St. Moritz and Atlantic City. All 
this in seven years of a happy life. 

Billy, through improvised sign 
language, can do several tricks. 
People who are not told, never re- 
alize he is deaf. His sense of 
smell is remarkably acute and he 
is sensitive to the slightest vibra- 
tion. He aroused the household 10 
minutes before an garth tremor 
in a Western state. 


He has-all the qualities of shy- 
ness so frequently stressed among 
the human deaf He makes friends 
slowly but when he does the 
friendships are lasting. I som+#- 
times wonder if through some sub- 
conscious process he does not re- 
alize he is not just like other dogs. 

Frequently after lively romps in 
the presence of strangers, he will 
disappear from the rbom. Almost

invariably he will be found In some 
idark corner, gazing abjectly and a 
little pathetically at nothing what- 

ever. It is for all the world as 
though he realized somethigg was 
lacking. 

There is only one person whose 
friendship Billy spurned. This was 
a steward .on a trans-Atlantic 
steamer. He refused to jet this 
steward come into the room and 
after three days the cabin space 
wa changed and the new steward 
was soon his friend. The other 
steward was later dismissed as a 
thief. 


HERE is in the barber shop on 


the rue de Castiglhone side of 
the Hotel Continental in Paris ~s 
bearded gentleman—the proyrictor 
—who is very fond of Billy. A 
block away thé dog will tug at the 
leash to get there. The proprietor 
has a bulb from a perfume atomiz- 
er he uses to play with him.

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BISHOP EXONERATED 
IN POLITICAL ACTS 


He Is Freed of Allegation of 
—Before Investigators 
Six Hours. ~ 


By the associated Press. 
DALLAS, Tex., May 15. — A 


‘prominent member of the general 


conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South; said today 
that the Episcopacy committee of 
the conference last night decided 
that Bishop James Cannon Jr., of 
Washington,’ should be brought to 
trial on a charge of speculating on 
the stock market. 

Members of the committee de- 
clined to deny or affirm the re- 
port, which was given credence 
because of the source. It had 
been believed that the fina] vote 
on the matter woul! not be taken 
until tomorrow's meeting, which 
was decided on as the committee 
adjourned last night. No informa- 
tion could be obtained as to when 
the committee wovld present its re- 
port. 

Nearly six hours of deliberation 
by the episcopacy committee yes- 
terday failed to clear Bishop Can- 
non of the speculation allegations. 
For three hours in the afternoon, 
and 45 minutes at night, he was 
on the witness stand. Much of the 
time he was known to have spent 
reading papers, presumably in re- 
ply to the photostatic documents 
presented by G. T. Fitzhugh of 


.Memphis, purporting to be records 


of his stock market transactions. | 

After Bishop Cannon left the 
room, the committee spent nearly 
two more hours discussing his case. 
The sole known accomplishment of 
that session waa a two paragraph 
statement which placed the com- 
mittee définitely on record as sup- 
porting the political activities of 
five bishops. The committee will 
not meet again until tomorrow. 

Of these five, only four—Cannon, 
Edwin Mouzon, John M. Moore and 
H. M. Dubose—were known to 
have been named by the Rev. Rem- 
bert G. Smith of Washington (Ga.) 
instigator of the charge. It was 
not possible to ascertain the name 
of the fifth. , 

Statement of Comunittee. 

The statement by the Episcopacy 
Committee said: . 

“In view of the widespread pub- 


of our Bishops for their recent in- 
terests in the political campaign, 
and because many of our people, 
as well as -non-Methodists, are 
greatly concerned with the prob- 
able action of this committee, we 
deem it wise to issue this state- 
ment: 

“All charges of this (political) 
nature have been patiently consid- 
ered, and much of the time of this 
committee has been dévoted to 
their consideration, and we do not 
find. that the charges are such as 
call for action by this committee.” 

If the committee should order a

“There are a number of facts 
which it is about time the people 
of your State should know,” said 
the letter. “Arizona, although in- 
vited, has never come to the con- 
ference table to help me in work- 
ing out these power problems and 
has never made an application for 
power. 

“Yet a large part of the time 
consumed at Los Angeles was _ re- 
quired by the insistence of this de- 
partment on inclusion in the con- 
tracts of clauses protecting the fu- 
ture of Arizona and Nevada. Al- 
though your State has never asked 
for any power, you are allocated 18 
per cent of the ‘firm’ energy, or 
in excess of 100,006 horse-power, 
and unlike all the other contrac- 
tors, Arizona and Nevada are 
each given an allocation which 
does not require their ‘firm’ ob- 
ligation for 50 years, but gives 
them a 50-year option to contract 
on certain notices for blocks of 
power as needed and to relinquish 
it on like notice.” 

Wilbur said there was no man- 

date in the act that he exact sums 
from the power purchasers for the 
benefit of Arizona and Nevada. 
“Nevertheless, I have succeeded 
in negotiating contracts,” he said 
‘under which ‘firm’ energy is sold 
at a price in excess of that for 
which the power can now be gen- 
erated by the contracting parties 
by steam and succeeded in selling 
secondary energy at a favorable 
price. 
“In consequence, the revenues 
accruing to your State, if these 
prices are maintained when the 
readjustment periods required by 
the art are reached, during the 5§0- 
year’ period of amortization, will 
range from $22,000,000 to $31.- 
000,000. In addition an amount 
ranging between $29,000,000 and 
$66,000,000, depending on the 
same factors will have to be paid 
into the Colorado River dam fund 
for other developments on the riv- 
er, in which your State will have 
a share. 

“In other words, your State, 
without guaranteeing a penny to- 
ward the success of this project, 
is handed a sum ranging from 
$350,000 to upwards of $600,000 
per year and given a free option 
on over 100,000 horsepower.’”’

Picture 
stecling is when a player in a

case they cite his performances as

Every time Powell appeared ina 
picture, it seemed, critics paid him 
the same tribute, “Powel again 
steals the picture.” It has stopped 
since he beCame a star as a person 
cannot very well steal something 
that is his to begin with.

“Some roles, even though they 
be secondary, are more powerful 
than others,” is the way Powell 
himself explains it. although he 
denies he ever stoie a picture. 
“Even the most expert director or 
scenario writer cannot tell how 
effectively all of his characters 
will develop on the screen. Some- 
times a child, or the antics of an 
animal, will steal a picture. You 
can't say that is premeditated. 

“Another thing that is seldom 
taken into consideration when a 
minor character is said to have 
run off with the honors of a pic- 
ture, is that the star is working 
under a handicap. He carries the 
full weight of the picture, is on the 
screen most all of the time and 
must sustain the ‘interest of the 
nudience, A so-called ‘picture 
stealer’ flashes in and out at a well 
timed moment and,.apparently for 
only a minute or so, gets a laugh 
or a jeer.

“Some of the characters I have 
portrayed seem like old friends 
now because of the intimate details 
of their lives I built up in my own 
mind,” he says. 

There is one’ rule which. -tle 
Academy must drill into its pupils 
above all else. It is really a mix- 
ture of psychology and philosophy 
which those ef the academy come 
to believe and preach with the 
feryor of an evangelist. I have 
heard it from others who have at- 
tended the school, It’s the°first 
thing they speak about in an in- 
terview. 

This is that rule as Powell put it: 

“We all, potentially, are all sorts 
of people. We all have qualities 
of vileness and heroism. We are 
bad in some spots and good ih 
others. Nobody but an angel is 
shining all the way through. And 
nobody, unless he is insane, goes 
about being bad just for the sake 
of being bad. 

“Every human frait lies dormant 
within’ us. Everyone is capable of 
murder*-just as he is of reaching 
sublime heights. Any man can -be 
& murderer if he feels like it by 
simply developing this latent trait 
within him. Circumstances and 
environment do the most to de- 
velop character in-a man. We are
